If you live on the wrong 
side of the tracks in Pahokee 
it could meaw being cut off 
from fire protection - if 
there's a train on that track. 
So says a group in Pahokee 
protesting the city's plan to 
contract fire protection to 
the county and move the 
existing fire department off 
North Lake Avenue to 
Farmer's Market Road. 
Canal Point's fire emer- 
gency response would also 
be taken care of by the new 
station instead of their vol- 
unteer fire department. 

City Manager Ken 
Schenck and' Fire Chief 
Gary Burroughs .both say 
it's a win/win situation for 
the city and the residents. 
Pahokee residents Larry 
Wright and Alvis Davis say 
it's a dangerous tradé-off 
which could leave residents 
in the city with a delayed 
response time. 

Wright and Davis are cir- 
culating a “Petition for 
Protection” throughout the 
city and have obtained over 
600 signatures in less than 


three minute response time. 

He also said the fire 
department has: an. agree- 
ment with U.S. Sugar, who 
uses the tracks to haul 
sugar cane to their Bryant 
Mill, to either stop a train or 
to uncouple cars if they are .' 
on a crossing when fire res- 
cue personnel must get 
through. * 

Judy Sanchez, public rela- 
tions director with U.S. 
Sugar agreed they have an 
iron clad agreement with 
the city to do this. “We cer- 
tainly wouldn't allow our 
cane cars to endanger any- 
one's life," she said. 

U.S. Sugar uses the FEC 
track owned by South 
Central Florida Express 
during the cane ‘season, 
October through March. She 
said in checking the records, 
the busiest day shown was

The high temperature the 
other day reached a warm 92 
degrees. Today (Aug. 18) the 
forecast predicts the tempera- 
ture will peak at 90 degrees. 
Chances are not many of us 
will notice the difference. If, on 
the other hand, the mercury 
only reached the middle 70s, 
then we would take note. 

Yet, in the @quatorial waters 
of the Pacific Océan, ‘the tem- 
perature has been slowly rising 
all summer long. It is only a 
one or two degree increase in 
sea surface temperature, but 
that is enough to have ‘a pro- 
found impact on the world’s 
weather. 

Those two degrees will likely 
‘increase the amount of rain in 
Florida during the coming win- 
ter, reduce the number of hur- 
ricanes forming in the Atlantic 
this summer and-mean fewer 
tornadoes in Tornado Alley 
next spring. 

Two degrees may not mean 
much to you and me, but two 
degrees are enough to produce 
major changes in world weath- 
er patterns. It.is called the El 
Nino and this year's may be 
one of the strongest in years. 

"This year's El Nino is simi- 
lar to the strong events of 1957, 
1972 and 1982-83," said Ants 
Letmaa, the director of the

Climate Prediction Center. 

The: El Nino occurs when 
warm Pacific water movés east- 
ward toward the central part of 
the ocean. The warmer than 
normal sea surface tempera- 
tures cause changes in circula- 
tion patterns around the world. 

These changes bring cooler, 
wetter weather for the south- 
ern half of thé United States, 
and aboVe normal tempera- 
tures for the northern half of 
the country. Elsewhere, Peru 
experiences warmer weather 
while drought may affect 
Brazil, part of Africa and the 
western Pacific. 

“Here in Florida, the El Nino 
means a wet, windy and slight- 
ly cooler winter,” said Jim 
Lushine, a meteorologist at the 
National Weather Service in 
Miami. “More low pressure sys- 


tems form in the Gulf of Mexico 


during El Nino years, produc- 
ing more rain for us." 

While it may be a wetter win- 
ter, the El Nino may mean 
fewer hurricanes this summer. 
“The El Nino changes the shear 
in the environment where hur- 
ricanes are trying to grow out 
in the Atlantic,” said Dr. James 
O'Brien of Florida State 
University. 

During the El Nino years of 
1957, 1972 and 1983, tropical 
storm development was well 
below average. Six named 
storms formed in 1957 while 
there were only four storms in 
both 1972 and 1983. The aver- 
age is ten storms. 

Next spring may not be as 
violent in Tornado Alley 
because of the El Nino. 
Researchers at Florida State 
University have discovered the 


El Nino produces a "significant- 


reduction" in.tornadoes in 
Texas, Louisiana, Oklahoma, 
Kansas and Arkansas. 

“Most reports of El Nino are 
about disasters,” said O’Brien. 
“In the case of U.S. tornadoes, 
El Nino is a positive factor.” 

That the El Nino is.a factor at 
all is most amazing. A one to 
two degree difference in water 
temperature half a World away 
means more rain here, fewer 
hurricanes in the Atlantic, and 
a quiet spring in the southwest.

This time of year is when a 
good depth finder is almost as 
important as a good boat. A 
boat can get you out on the 
water, but if you don’t know 
where to go after you get out 
there, you're in trouble. 

With summertime tempera- 
tures, the bass move to deeper 
and cooler water. When they 
get out in the open water, you 


don't have a visual 
go by. That is where the fish 
locator becomes a necessity. 
With a good locator; such as a 
Humminbird Paramount, you 
can literally see what is below 
you. This includes fish that are 
holding on drop-offs and 
humps. 

This ability to see where the 
fish are holding and at what 
depth is the most important 
information that you can have 
on the water. Once you know 
the depth and what kind of 
structure they are holding on, 
you can decide what type of 
lure to use for a proper presen- 
tation: For example, if the fish 
were holding ón a drop-off 
about 20 feet deep, but were 
suspended at 10 feet deep, it 
would probably not be a good 
time to-fish a bottom type bait. 
Rather, it would be better to try

Lures are simply tools to 
allow you to make a ta 
tion whereby the fish can find 
what they think is something 
to eat. In order to make this 
decision on what lure to use, 
you first have to know where) 
the fish are. In open water fish- 
ing, the locator becomes your 
eye under the surface. 

Any time you.are moving 
about the lake ‘you should pay 
attention to the depth and in 
particular, any sudden changes 
in depth, as these are the areas 
that fish will hold. If you make. 
ita habit to watch your locator’ 
you will start to notice an 
increase in the number of suc- 
cessful trips you have.

Diabetes: A Threat To You? 


(NAPS)—Half of the 16, million 
people in the United States who 
have diabetes are not aware they 
have it. 

Diabetes has many symptoms 
including increased thirst, exces- 
sive urination, weight loss and 
excessive sweating.

The doctor of podiatric medicine 
is a highly trained physician with 
skills in early recognition of diabet- 
ic foot disease. Because it is fre- 
quently the most serious condition 
treated by. podiatric physicians, 
their training stresses salvage of 
the foot rather than amputation? 

Diabetic foot disease may in- 
clude neuropathy, vascular dis- 
ease, and increased susceptibility 


to infection. Something as trivial 
as poorly fitted shoes, can create a 
wound which, left untreated since 
the pain normally associated with 
the wound cannot be felt by the 
person with diabetes, can become 
infected. 

For the person with diabetes a 
number of practices and precau- 
tions should be employed. Regular 
visits to a podiatric physician for 
foot inspections, no less than once 
a year, in which the doctor may 
conduct specific diügnostic tests to 
assess the progress of the disease, 
are vital. 
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cells that block the opening of 
pores. While over-the-counter 
medications may work for mild 
cases of acne, more difficult 
cases usually require prescrip- 
tion antibiotics, both topical 
and oral. 

According to Dr. Diane 
Berson, associate clinical pro- 
fessor of New York University 
School of Medicine, “There are 
prescription medications avail- 
able that if administered now 
.can substantially improve diffi- 
cult casés of acne before stu- 
dents go back to school. One 
topical medication, Benzamy- 


cin, combines an antibiotic with 
an ‘antibacterial agent. This 
combination has been shown to 
be more effective than either 
medication: used individually. 
and to produce results in as lit- 
tle as two weeks." As with other 
topical acne medications, local * 
irritation has been reported 
with Benzamycin use. 

If a person is concerned about. 
or feels personally affected by 
acne, it is important to seek 
the adyice of a doctor who can 
help -address individual skin 
care needs and provide appro- 
priate therapy.

Are there some special safety and security 
issues that parents need to concern themselves 
with at the start of the school year?

While this list does not address every 
possible concern, it's a great checklist that par- 
ents and children can follow to make sure that 
they're using basic safety techniques. 


FOR C REN 


* Work out a safe route to and from school with 
the aid of your parents. Routes should be 
planned to minimize street crossings, with 
attention paid'to those crossings where a cross- 
ing guard is present. Avoid parks, vacant lots, 
and.open fields where there are not many peo- 
ple around on a regular basis. 


* If you're walking, try to travel with a brother 
or sister, friend or neighbor when possible. 


* Memorize your home address and telephone 
number, and the telephone number of a parent 
at work. Learn-how to use 911, and do not hesi- 
tate to call 911 when you think you need to do 
so. 


* Never talk to strangers or accept gifts or rides 
from strangers. 


* If a stranger asks you to help them “look for 
their lost dog-or cat," tell them you are sorry 
you cannot help, because your parents are 
expecting you home immediately. Then, head for 
home or some other safe place. 


+if you bike or skateboard to school, always 


wear a helmet. 


* If you're home alone after school, check in 
with a parent or neighbor as soon as you walk 
in the door.

* Call your parents or a trusted adult friend if 
you plan to stay late after school. 


* If you see anyone doing something that makes 
you uneasy or you think is#t right, like a 
stranger hanging around a playground} a bigger 
kid bullying around younger children; vandal- 
ism, report it to a teacher, your parents: - 
another trusted adult. .

* Check the safety. list for children which has

* Teach children to obey all traffic signals, 
whether walking, biking or riding the bus, afu 
remind them of the special hazards associated 
with bad weather. 


* When carpooling, deliver and pick up childre: 
as close to school as possible. : 


* If your child is home alone for a few hours 
after school, set up rules for locking doors and 
windows; answering the door or the telephoy j 
and the allowable activities.

* Take time to talk with your child and listen 
closely to their concerns, feelings and fears 
about people or places that scare them, or make 
them feel uneasy.

mares, T'd wake in a rush of 
cold sweat. 

That dream could easily 
become a commonplace reality 
for any of us-who lag behind 
technology. Or allow technolo- 
gy to rule us. Knowledge of 
computer technology and the 
information it spews out has 
become increasingly vital. 
Technology now touches nearly 
every aspect of daily life - from 
education to entertainment to 
the workplace. And each devel- 
opment brings social, econom- 
ic, and political changes that 
can help, or hinder us. Even 
those: of us who: don't know 
RAM from ROM. 

But what eventually helped 
me shake the specter of that 
nightmare was the realization 
that the swiftness and efficien- 
cy with which we can now 
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access and communicate ideas 
will never take the place of the 
moment of connection when a 
human being forms an idea. 

The eloquent syndicated 
columnist Ellen Goodman puts 
it this way: “No matter how 
often we update, no matter 
how many megabytes we add, 
it still fakes as long a& ever to 
form an insight or allay an 
anxiety. The good news: We're 
still the only software that 
won't become obsólete." 

That's good to remember as 
children head off to school this 
year. Most schools, at least in 
diatricts that can afford it, are 
planning or expanding their 
use of technology. Back in my 
hometown in Erie, Pennsylva- 
nia, one affluent parish is 
adding a 1.5 million dollar 
computer wing to its elemen- 
tary school. 

But to fulfill their true pur- 
pose, the new technologies 
have to be put to the service of 
the teacher and the turricu- 
lum, not the other way around. 
When computers help teachers 
teach, and students become 
active searchers for informa- 
tion that fits real educational 
objectives, true learning can 
take place. 

The fact is, there has yet to 
be a computer invented that 
can overcome poor teaching or 
replace a good teacher. My 
technological nightmares evap- 
orate when I recall wonderful 
educators whose teaching was 
marked by human compassion 
and human understanding. 
This i$ not nostalgia on my 
part. It is the clear comprehen- 
sion of all that these capable 
and hard-working teachers 
gave me, gave so many of us. 

As today's generation of tal- 
ented teachers return to their
